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SAN ANTONIO,-Texas., March IS.—Twenty-five men are known to have been killed, mnny more injured and 


several building's were wrecked today when t!ie boiler oi a locomotive exploded in the local yards of the Southern 


Pacific railroad. Eighteen bodies linve been recovered from the wreckage within two hours after the explosion and 


more were being removed while nearby stores and buildings were filled with the injured. 
Tito roundhouse and 


copper shops were pnietic.-ilfy demolished nnd many men working in them were hurt by falling walls. 


The army hospital corps here was rushed to the yards and police, ambulance and Y. M. C. A. workers were 


organized into rescue hands to dig out the dead and try to save the lives of the wounded. 
So mangled were some 


of the victims that there seemed no hope of identity. 


The victims'were s'a'i'd to'be largely men who had been employed us. strike-breakers. 


Strike-breakers have n,ccn.working at the Southern Pacific shops here ever since the shopmen's, strike began 


several months ago. 
After She explosion rumors in the down-town section of San Antonio were that dynamite was 


the cause,' b'lit'in'vcsligation al:thc yards showed uo indication thai such minors had started there. The locomotive 


was standing in the yard near the shops and the explosion came without warning. 
Parts of the roundhouse 


collapsed nnd several small buildings in the shop enclosure were wrecked, including part of the machine shops.

Unit in the event of n dispute arising in any industry 


tnowii us ii ])iiblii; utility, it is held illegal lo re-sort to a strike or lock-bill 


liiilil the mailers in dispute shall have been made the subject of an investi- 


gation before a board of Conciliation and Iiivesfjgntjon, established by I he 


minister of labor. 
Under this act either of the parlies fo the dispute may 


ppply for the appointim-nt of a board of invest i<j;it]ou. 
Then each of the 


two parties may nominate one member of the board; and these, two may 


select a third who serves as chairman of the board ol' three. If either party 


fails to appoint a member t'ne minister of labor seleets'one, and it the two 


members fail tw ;igrce upon the third, (he minister appoints him also. Thus 


if either paily tn a dispute applies for investigation Ilic board will, there- 
fore. lie inevitably constituted.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas., March 18.—Twenty-five men are known to. have been killed, many more injured and 


several buildings were wrecked today when the boiler of a locomotive exploded in the local yards of the Southern 


Pacific railroad. Eighteen bodies have been recovered from the wreckage within two hours after the explosion and 


more were being removed wliilu nearby stores'and'buildings "were filled with the injured. 
The roundhouse and 


copper shops were practically demolished and many men working in them were hurt by falling walls. 


,The army hospital corps here was rushed to the yards and police, ambulance and Y. M. C. A. workers were 


organized into rescue bauds to dig out th'e dead and try to 'save'the lives'of the wounded. So mangled were some 


of the victims that there seemed no hope of identity. 


The victims were said to be largely men who had been employed as strike-breakers. 


Strike-breakers have been working at the Southern Pacific shops here ever sincu the shopmen's strike began 


several months ago. 
After the explosion rumors in the down-town section of San Antonio were that dynamite was 


the cause, hut investigation at the yards showed no indication that such rumors had started there. The locomotive 


was standing in tho yard near the shops and the explosion came without warning. Parts of the roundhouse 


collapsed and several small buildings in the shop enclosure were wrecked, including part of the machine shops. 


E tip n cs in the roundhouse were smashed as if hit with huge mallets. The roundhouse caught fire. The half ton 


jacket of (he exploded locomotive dropped between two houses on Duval street, several blocks distant, while the 


tender -was catapulted 'several hundred feel and twisted into a-shnpeless chunk of stee;.

HOW TO PRESERVE INDUSTRIAL PEACE 


The other i;ivilired nations of the world have derived a valuable lesson 


fioiu the cosily experience of England with the gigantic coal slrike. That 


a whole nation should be thrown into a state of industrial paralysis over 


an issue in itself comparatively unimportant, seems to be grossly wrong and 


cbsurd. It would appear that not only England but every other nation in 


Christendom should take immediate, steps to protect the masses against any 


s-uch calnmiiy in the future. If, as is claimed, it be the duty of every just 


fovernnient (o provide for tho greatest good of the greatest number, (hen 


there should be some law to prevent any such national calamity as that 


brought about by the British coal strike, 


How can Ibis be done? 
Within the resources of every free government 


there should exist, the power to protect tie body politic from any such 


painlysis of business as that resulting from tho British coal strike. 


Such a strike will quickly cripple' (he industries of any country, but to 


;: nation so largely dependent upon imports for its very existence, as is 


Kngland, (he result must, he the worst possible. 


II is high lime, therefore, lb.nl the nations of the world should adopt 


-some method of averting such ruinous strikes by arbitration, or some other 


Method thai will stand in law. 
England is not hampered in this respect 


by a written constitution as we are; but even wilhiii the limits of our con- 


stitution some plan of arbiiration or settlement 'should be adopted in Ihe 


interests of (he gencrii! public. 


Thus far no form of labor legislation has come so near answering tho 


purpose as Ihe Canadian law for preserving industrial pence. -The chief 


feature of this m:l Ls.'tlint in the event of. a dispute arising in aiiv industry 


known as a public utility, it is held illegal to resort lo a strike or lockout 


u:i(il the matters :iu dispute shall have been made the. subject of an investi- 


gation before a board of Conciliation and Investigation, established by the 


minister of labor. "Under Ihis act eillicr of the parties to the dispute 7nay 


apply for the appointment of a board of investigation. 
Then each of the 


two parties may nominate one member of the .board, and these two may 


select a thinl who serves as chairman of (lie boarcl of t[iree. If either party 


fails lo appoint a member Ihe minister ui labor selects' one, and if Ihe two 


members fnil'io agree upon Ihe third, the nihiista' ilppoinls him also. Thus 
if cither. parly to a dispute applies for investigatioii (he board will, Ilierc- 
J'ire..be inevitably constituted. ..finally l!ie proceedings and report of the 
lioaid will-lie published, Ilius giving the whole mntfei* the greatest, publicity. 


The operation of the law in Canada shows Hint actually Ofi per cent, of 


Hie strikes (lint would have occurred were averted. President Eliot and 
other investigators of this law speak in the highest terms of its efficacy in 
preventing industrial coumVts often arising from the mosl, trivial causes. 
Once, a strike is declared the parties thereto become excited. 
The strikers 


.ire urged lo hold »u\ by public agitators and as a result the difficulties of 
tlu situation are multiplied. 
Consequently it is- apparent Iliat the lime for 


legal interference is before, not after, (lie strike occurs. Tn no situation 
is it more true that "prevention is better than cure" than in this matter 
of industrial. conflicts.
